Coal-fields of the North 
Pacific. 

Inasmuch ns coal constitutes ono of our 
largest resources, anything bearing upon 
the subject will not bo without interest. 
In a hito number of the San Francisco 
Bulletin wo find n carefully written article 
upon tho coaliiehls of the Pacific slope, 
their comparative merits, &o. Tho article 
sets out with tho following proposition:— 
"There is no true coal found weBt of the 
Rooky Mountains, with tho exception of 
some veins on Vancouver Island and pos- 
sibly in soma other portions of British 
Columbia. The coal veins of California 
and Washington Territory are of later 
geological formation than tho anthracite 
beds of Pennsylvania and other Eastern 
Statos. The Pacific Coast production is 
a species of lignito, not properly coal." 
The article proceeds to review tho various 
coal mines (other than British) and gives 
the result of a variety of tests as to tho 
relative merits of tho different coals, from 
all of which tho superiority of our own 
coal appears. For instance, experiments 
recently made on Mare Island with a view 
to determine the number of pounds of 
coal required as an equivalent for one 
cord of tho best live oak wood, gave tho 
following results: —

Notwithstanding those results, it seems 
somewhat strange that Seattle coal 
is quoted at the same price in the 
market as Nanaiuio coal. Following are 
quotations: Sidney, ,S17; Nanaimo, Sl(>; 
Bellingham Bay, §15; Mount Diablo, 812; 
Coos Bay, $l. r >: Rocky Mountain, §10; 
Seattle, $10. The coal consumption of 
San Francisco last year is put at five hun- 
dred thousand tons. It deems strange 
that Nanaimo coal should not be retailed 
lower than sixteen dollars a ton. It is 
gratifying to find our powerful neighbors 
admitting that British Columbia possesses 
a monopoly of "true coal," on this coast. 
There can be no doubt that, in this ago of 
steam and of iron, tho possession is one 
of inestimable value, and is destined to 
control tho commerce of tho Pacific. 



Japan. 

There is a great mortality niuon^ 
bullocks in the districts adjoining Na- 
gasaki, tho cause being the "foot and 
mouth disease." 

Notice has been given to actors and 
wrestlers that they will be allowed to 
continue the practice of their profession 
only three years longer. In the mean- 
time they are expected to learn some 
more honorable means of gaining a 
livelihood. 

An enterprising' native in Nagasiki 
is now lighting his residence with gas 
manufactured by himself. He pro- 
poses to light the whole city if aided 
by capitalists. 

Rumors are current that the finan- 
cial condition of the country is de- 
ranged. 

Osaka has suffered from an extensive 
fire. 

It is reported that Hanabuaa, the 
Ambassador sent by the Japanese to 
the CoreanS, lias been killed. It is 
said that he landed dressed in foreign 
clothes, and that the Coreaas 
said that if he had landed 
dressed in Japanese clothes they 
would have-treated him with the res- 
pect they have always shown to Japan- 
ese ollicials, but as he chose to assume 
a foreign dress they should treat him 
as they treated all foreigners, and 
thereupon killed him. 

"When tho American expedition visit- 
ed Japan in 1854, th;; height of Mont 
Sujiyama was computed at 10,401) feor 
A measurement made this Summet 
shows that it is now but 14,200 feet 
high — indicating a gradual sinking of 
tho mountain. 

A home loan of £20,000,000 is being 
raised among the Japanese people 
themselves in order to carry into exe- 
cution certain proposed railway schemes 
now about to be actively engaged 
in. 

Tho first Imperial order is that 
henceforth the Japanese calander is to 
be harmonized with foreign chrono- 
logy. The first day of January, 187H 
will be the first day of the first month 
of the 2533d year from the accession, 
of the first Mikado; a holiday is to ho 
kept upon every seventh day, instead 
of on every fifth day. Loafing by la- 
borers on week days is forbidden and 
holidays arc fixed by law. As the thick 
mats with which the floors are covered 
are believed to induce idleness their use 
is forbidden. Tho hair is also altered. 
Men are obliged to cut off their top-knots 
and wear their hair in European [fashion, 
while women are compelled to dress their 
own hair and aro forbidden to employ 
hair-dressers. 



China. 

The North China Daily News says: The 
Poking Gazette, which we published yes- 
terday, shows that the Court is once inoro 
culled on the provide for the Winter des- 
titution in the Capital. 

The French corvette Boitrayne reports a 
series of rather lively brushes with some 
pirates in the Gulf ofTonquin. It appears 
that whileou hrr passage up to Hongkong, 
between the 21th and 27th October, and 
while oil the coast of Annam, she came 
across two Chinese junks, which, without 
any provocation, opened fire upon the 
Bourviinc, which naturally returned tho 
unlooked-for salute with a broadside. 
Finding that they were getting the worst 
of it the junks made for the coast, but the 
Bourgyne, in a very few minutes, sent 
them' to the bottom , with a large propor- 
tion of their crows. Those struggling in 
tho water aro said to have been shot by 
the Houraynv's men, so that not a single 
pirate romuiuod to give any account of 
their intention. 

Shortly afterward tho Bourayne came 
across four other juuks anchored off a 
small island at tho mouth of a river on tho 
«ainu coast and appoaroutly lying in wait 
for Homo outcoming veusel or juukfl. 



These, in liko manner, opened fire on tho 
Bouraym, which inflicted trifling damage 
on the iron rigging and injured ono or 
two of her men. Sho succeeded, how- 
ever, in sinking two of them with their 
crows. 

Unparalleled Surgical Oper- 
ation 

On Monday, December 2d, a surgical 
operation was performed by Drs. Cable 
and Walters, of Pittsburgh, Pa., which 
is without parallel. A young man resid- 
ing in Steuben ville, O., was so unfortu- 
ate as to get a month-plate with five teeth 
thereon fastened in his throat. Medical 
assistuueo was summoned, and all efforts 
to withdraw the plate were unsuccessful, 
and the physicians in attandence jpushed 
the plate further down the gullet. The 
patient suffered greatly, and efforts were 
mado to employ a surgeon that would un- 
dertake to cut the man open and recover 
the plate, but. a surgeon could not bo 
found in the city who would risk the deli- 
cate operation. Finally Drs. Cable and 
Walters, of Pittsburgh, consented to per- 
form the operation. Chloroform was ad- 
ministered to the patient, and an incision 
was mado in the neck, and the surgeon 
cut steadily to the top of tho stomach. In 
tho language of Dr. Cable, "the man's 
heart was beating against my right hand, 
whilst the lungs and arteries were throb- 
bing against my left hand." An instru- 
ment was inserted and tho plate success- 
fully removed. Our informant left Pitts- 
burgh on tho seventh day after tho opera- 
tion, and tho patient was recovering rap- 
idly, and a later report by letter informs 
US that ho is entirely out of danger.

oenbbax report. 

Tho General Report was presented to 
the general meeting of tho members of tho 
B. 0. Benevolent Society held on the 22nd 
Jan., 1873, at tho office of Messrs. Drake. 
A Jackson, Victoria. 

Tho Committee bog to report as follows: 
Tho Treasurer's accounts as rendered 
show tho following result: Amounts re- 
ceived from subscriptions from all sour- 
ces, $901 60; amount of cadi paid Secre- 
tary, $155; balance in hand as per bal. 
sheet, $446 60. 

Tho Secretary's records show the num- 
ber of cases relieved by tho Committee 
for each month to amount in all to 20 
cases up to tho ond of November, among 
which were 4 esses of afllicted persons 
who were assisted with tho means of return- 
ing to their homos, involving an expendi- 
ture through tho Socretary, of $4S9 75.

European Mail Summary. 

A public meeting was held at St.James' 
Hall, London, at which several agricul- 
tural laborers detailed their grievances, 
and speeches, recommending an improve- 
ment in their condition, were mado by 
Mr. Morloy, M. P., Mr, Mundella, 51. p., 
Sir C. Dilke, M. P., and Archbishop Man- 
ning. Mr. Bradlangh intervened, and 
proposed an amendment, insisting upon 
tho necessity of an amendment of tho land 
laws which was carried. 

Mr. J. K. Lord, an eminent naturalist 
and Director of tho Brighton Aquarium, is 
dead. 

Gou. Sir G. Balfour was elected with- 
out opposition M. P. forKincardinoshiro. 

Tho weather has been very rough on 
tho coast during tho last fow days. At 
Plymouth ll.M.S. Cambridge was driven 
from her moorings, and tho Narcissus, 
flagship of the detached squadron, nlso 
parted from Iter anchors. Several mer- 
chant vessels wero driven ashore. In 
London considerable damage was done 
by the high wind, and at Bristol a small 
house was blown down and two persons 
killed. Telegraphic communication is 
greatly impelled by the damage done to 
the wires. 

A butcher at Leeds has been sentenced 
to three months' imprisonment for selling 
the carcass of a sheep that had been bit- 
ten by a mad dog. 

Mr. Dundas, M. P., nephew of Lord 
Zetland, was accidentally wounded by a 
companion while shooting on Saturday, 
and it is foarod that the sight of one eyo 
is destroyed. 

Three Colonial Bishops, for tho Sees of 
Mauritius, Hudson's Bay, and Northern 
China, were consecrated in Westminster 
Abbey by tho Archbishop of Canterbury. 

The voting at Cork, to supply the place 
of tho luto Mr. Maguiro, resulted in the 
return of Mr. Ronayue, the Liberal candi- 
date, by a majority of 773 over Mr. Pirn, 
his conservative opponent. 

The dispute respecting the selection of 
Dean Stanley as one of tho Select Preach- 
ers ut Oxford University was brought to a 
close on Wednesday, when, upon a poll, 
there were 349 Placets and 287 Non-Pla- 
cets, thus approving the selection of tho 
Vice-Chancellor. In consequence of that 
vote, the Dean of Norwich, Dr. Goulburn, 
has resigned the SeleotPreachership which 
ho held. 

The Japanese Ambassadors were receiv- 
ed at Sandringham by the Prince and 
PrinceSs of Wales. 

Tho Master of tho Bolls, Lord Romilly, 
has announced his intention of retiring 
from the Bench early next year. 

Tho voting for Forfarshire resulted in 
tho return of Mr. Barclay, tho more ad- 
vanced Liberal, by a majority of 353 ovor 
Sir James Ramsay. 

Professor Huxley has been elected Rec- 
tor of Aberdeen University for three 
years. 

Mr. Bessemer has received from tho 
Prince of Wales the Albert Medal of the 
tho Socioty of Arte in recogni- 
tion of his valuable discoveries in con- 
nexion with the manufacture of iron and 
steel. 

Dominion Mail Summary. 

The Ontario Legislature met on the 8th 
inst. In his opening speech, Governor 
Rowland congratulates Parliament on the 
fact that, although in some of its details 
the Act of Union may have done less than 
justice to Ontario, six years experience of 
the working of Confederation have roal- 
ized the expectations formed by its 
friends. Tho disposition of the surplus 
revenue, now amounting to moro than 
four millions of dollars, is alluded to ; 
the benefits which havo arisen from aid- 
ing tho drainage of swamp and wet lands 
are mentioned as suggesting more extend- 
ed effort in tho same direction ; the 
House is told that additional means for 
promoting and increasing immigration 
have been adopted, with promise of tho 
most satisfactory results; measures for 
improving the educational institutions of 
the Province are commended to the care- 
ful consideration of the Legislature ; 
measures are to be submitted for the bet- 
ter management of the Asylum for tho 
Deaf and Dumb, and for the Blind, also 
for the training of idiot and imbecile 
children ; tho Legislature is recommend- 
ed to add to the institutions under Gov- 
ernment care, an inebriate Asylum : meas- 
ures are promised for promoting tho better 
administration of justice, for increasing 
tho. efficiency of the law for trying con- 
troverted elections, and for amending and 
consolidating municipal institutions. Al- 
lusion is made to the still pending arbi- 
tration between Ontario and Quebec, and 
to the stops being taken for defining the 
territorial boundary hatween Ontario and 
Monitoba, and between tho former Prov- 
ince and Quebec Our exchanges con- 
tain report of two days' proceedings, but 
they aro, for the most part, of a merely 
formal and routine character. 

They have got rt "Heathen Chinee" in 
the City of Quebec, and tho lit'ilge/Mudva 
to hiin'thuslv;— "The Ha Chn Ching.— 
This noted 'Chinoo,' a porter at the Stada- 
cona Hotel, notwithstanding the extreme- 
ly cold weather which he declares unsuit- 
ed to his taste, continues to discharge his 
responsible duties most ably, and is quite 
a curiosity, attracting considerable atten- 
tion from those who havo heard of but 
never had the satisfaction of seeing a 
' Heathen Chinee.' " 

The Globe of tho 10th has the following 
rumor- "It is reported in South Ontario 
that Mr. Oibbs has roceivod the appoint- 
ment of Financial Minister, vice Sir Fran- 
cis Hindis resigned, and that lie is pro- 
paring for his re-election before making 
the fact public." 

The ball given to the (governor-General 
by the the city of Quebec, camo off on the 
evening of the 8th inst., and was eminent- 
ly successful. The hall was opsned by 
His Excellency the Governor-Gonoral, 
who danced with Mudanio Garneau, Mayor 
Garneau with Lady Dufferin, the Lieut. - 
Governor with Madame Langevin, and 
Hon. Mr. Langevin with Madame Duval. 

An Ottawa contemporary says: Hon. 
Wm. McDougall leaves town to-morrow 
evening en rattle for England, Prominent 
Ministerialists hero havo no doubt what- 
ever that he will join the Cabinet before 
the meeting of Parliament. He was closet- 
ed with Si.i John at intervals throughout 
the day.

Europe. 

Liverpool, Jan. 18.— SamuoJ R. 
Graves, member of Parliament for 
Liverpool and ex-Mnyor, died suddenly 
h is morning. 

Paris, Jan. 15. — "D'Ordre," aBona- 
purtint journal in this city, publishes a 
special English edition this evening, 
containing two leading 1 articles. The 
first thanks tho Queen and the people 
of England for the kindness shown tho 
exiled Imperial family. The other is 
a manifesto headed "No Surrender, " 
signed by M. G. Gaivic, Casoignac 
and Duke do Fttuconnier. It con- 
cludes as follows: "The Emperor is 
dead, but the Empire lives, because 
France feels tho want of popular, en- 
ergetic action. In the heir, unblama- 
ble as ho is irresponsible, in the love 
and respect of Franco, the Empire will 
be re-established." 

Pvais, Jan. 13. — Marshal Eazaine is 
is deeply affected by the death of Na- 
poleon. The news rendered him 
quite ill. His wife has- gone to Chisel- 
uurst. 

Homo journalists of this city, espe- 
cially those connected with the "Re- 
publiquo ]''raiicaiso"and "Evmieiueut," 
will probably attempt a demonstration 
on the day of Napoleon's funeral. The 
police are instructed to carefully watch 
for and instantly check any illegal 
manifestation. 

OmsELHunsT, Jan. 11. Morning. — 
A post-mprtem examination of. the re- 
mains of the late ex-Emperor Napoleon 
was made yesterday afternoon by Drs. 
Thompson, Gull, and others, who at- 
tended His Majesty in his recent ill- 
ness. The rOHiilt of the examination 
proved that the kidneys were so dis- 
eased that deatli in any event must 
soon have occurred. The calculus in 
the bladder after its removal was found 
to weigh one and one-half ounces. 
The immediate, cause of Napoleon's 
death resulted in the opinion of the 
physicians from the failure of circula- 
tion of blood, which they attribute to 
constitutional debility.

up condition in the soil. The clover 
plants take nitrogen from the atmosphere, 
and manufacture it into their own sub- 
stance, which, on decomposition of tho 
clover roots and leaven, produces abun- 
dance of ammonia. In reality, the grow- 
ing of clover is equivalent, to a great ex- 
tent, to manuring with Peruvian guano; 
and in this paper of mine I show that you 
obtain a larger quantity of manure than 
in the largent done of Peruvian guano 
which a farmer would ever think of apply- 
ing." * * * "It is only by carefully 
Investigating subjects' like 'tho one under 
consideration that positive proofs are 
given, showing the correctness of intelli- 
gent observers in the field."

Paget Sound Shark Catches 
San Francisco Gudgeons' 

[S»n Francisco "Allu," Jan. 'M] 

■About o year ago nn ex-Indian Agent 
from the North came to this city and was 
introduced to a number of business men 
on Front, Clay and Davis streets, to 
whom ho represented that ho only needed 
a small amount of capital to open up one 
of the best paying industries that could 
bo devised. This was tho making of dog- 
fish oil, which is pressed from the livers 
of thoso Hideous denizens of tho deep. 
Indian labor alone was to be employed 
catching the tish, and profit was certain. 
Accordingly tho "North Pacific Commer- 
cial Company" was incorporated, with a 
capitrl of 330,01)0, of which $15,000 was 

raid in, and the agent returned to tho 
mil where they oat clams three times a 
day, a wiser and happier man. Ho locat- 
ed works on Fox Island, opposite Stcila- 
ciioni, and bestowed upon the fragrant 
hamlot tho romantic title of "Castlenook." 
He employed a few rod men in fishing 
and had two, white men engaged in boil- 
ing and barreling tho oil, which was of 
oxcollent quality and commanded ready 
sale. It soon transpired, however, that 
oporations were being conducted upon a 
very small scale for the means invested 
by the company, and the stockholders be- 
gan to smell a large size rodent. The 
valuo of all tho oil shipped hither 
was fully covered by drafts negotiated at 
tho Olympia Bank, whichdrafts, it is said 
wero hypothecated to pay way wages of 
employics. At last the San Francisco 
stockholders sent up a gentleman of this 
city to demand a .settlement of business 
from tho agent who wrote down brief 
notes that he was too unwell to attend to 
any business himself. When the agent 
left here for Portland by the Ajax, on the 
28th ult., his name was telegraphed to 
tho Webfoot papers, in common with 
those of tho other passengers. No sooner 
ditl tho ex- Indian Agent sec the name of 
the agent in tho Portland papers, than ho 
took tho stage from Olympia to Kahuna, 
since which time no one lias heard of 
him. Jt turns out that of the 815,000 
taken up by him ho applied some 88000 
to paying his individual debts. What 
could be his object in absconding, it is 
hard to say. Ho was a large stockholder 
in the concern, and cannot bo dealt with 
as if he had been acting only in a fiduci- 
ary capacity. The Company feel that 
they have had all tho "Oily" Gammon" 
they want, and are willing to sell out. 
There is money in the business if honest- 
ly managed. 



Chaldean Account of tiif. Deluge. 
Mr. Georgo Smith, of tho British Muse- 
um, has deciphered to the Society of 
Biblical Archaeology, the cuneiform 
characters of Chaldean Scribes giving an 
account of tho Deluge. These are writ- 
ten on tablets from the library of tho As- 
syrian Kings. After lying enshrouded 
in mystery for moro than two thousaud 
years they are at length revealed to 
light by an English scholar. "This," 
says the Graphic, "is the very romance of 
Archaeology," In Chaldean myth we 
have the Hebrew legend alike in tiie main 
features and differing but in the details. 
This modern research is looking tho 
ghosts of the past from among the ruins 
of the Fast, "piecing together, bit by 
bit," to use a metaphor for Mr. Gladstone, 
"as children a pattern map, the fragment- 
ary nnnals of tho past.
